N. Cm on Wednesday, November 28th, 1883, at 9 o’clock A. 

Mm Bishop John C. Keener presiding. 

The Conference was opened with religious services, con- 
ducted by the Bishop. 

In the absence of Rev. A. W. Mangum, D. D., Secretary 
of the last Conference, Rev. N. M. JURNEY, Assistant Sec- 
retary, called the roll of the Conference. 

Bishop Robert K. Hargrove, of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, was introduced to the Conference. 

Donald W. Bain was, on motion of Rev. N. M. Jurney, 
elected Secretary, and N. M. JURNEY was elected Assistant 
Secretary. 

On motion of Rev. L. L. Hendren, D. D., the hours for 
the opening and adjournment of the Conference were fixed 
respectively at 9^ o’clock A. M., and i o’clock P. M. 

The third window of the church was designated as the 
bar of the Conference. 

On motion of Rev. R. G. Barrett, the Presiding Elders 
were constituted a committee to nominate the Standing 
Committees.

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MISSIONARY BOARD— ANNIVERSARY MEETING. 

Satukdw Evening, December ist, 1883. 
The Missionary Board of the North Carolina Annual Con- 
ference held its anniversary meeting at the Methodist church, 
this evening, Rev. F. D. Swindei.L, President, in the chair. 

Rev. A. R. Raven. Secretary, presented the fol^lowing 
report : 

\NNUAL report OF THE DOMESTIC BOARD OF MISSIONS 
OF THE N. C. CONFERENCE. 



There are twenty-six Domestic Missions in the bounds of the North Carolina 
Conference, which have been provided with the Gospel during the year. P'rom 
twenty of these, reports have been made to this Board through their pastors, 
viz : Pilot Mountain, Davidson, Roaring River, Straits, Dan River, Ashpole, 

Swift Creek, Pitt, Core Sound, Newton Cirove, Calvary, Little River, Snow 
Creek, Yadkinville, Piedmont, Brooklyn & Macedonia, Oak Hill, Columbus, 
Point Caswell, and Scotland Neck. 

F'rom seven of our missions we have failed to receive reports, viz : Big Lick, 
Catawba, John’s River, South Mountain, Waccamaw, Portsmouth and Ocracoke, 
and F'air Bluff. 

Most of our Missionaries have made their reports to us at so late an hour that 
it has been impossible to present in this annual report a satisfactory statement of 
the condition and prospects of the work generally. We can freely say, however, 
in rel'erence to several of them, that a very marked and gratifying progress has 
been made spiritually and also in the direction of self-support. The labors of 
our faithful Missionaries and the gifts of our people for Domestic Missions have 
not been in vain. We thank God and take courage. 

We regret to record that in some of our fields the Missionaries still report 
strong opposition to Methodist doctrine, usage and preaching, and sometimes 
even threats of violence ; while in many of our missions we are gratified to learn 
that the great mass of the people are in hearty sympathy with us ; and in regions 
contiguous and still beyond, the people that are sitting in darkness, are calling 
for our Missionaries to carry them the Gospel. 

Thus we see the need of increased liberality by our people, that the church 
may carry forward the great work of home evangelization.

Ordered, That Rev. M. V. Sherrill, a member of this body, be granted the 
privilege of using two of the scholarships owned by this Conference in Ran- 
dolph Macon College, for the benefit of two of his sons. 



The report of the Sunday School Board was taken up and 
read by paragraphs. 
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Rev. N. H. D. Wilson, D. D., moved to substitute the 
words, “ we recommend that,” for the words, “ there shall 
be,” in the first paragraph of the proposed Constitution of 
the Sunday School Conference, which was adopted, and 
said paragraph was adopted as amended. 

The several paragraphs 2 to 6 were severally read and con- 
sidered. Sundry amendments having been introduced and 
rejected, the report was adopted entire, and is as follows : 

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Sunday School Board has had under consideration a communication from 
Rev, Dr. Cunnyngham, our Sunday School Secretary at Nashville, and is glad 
to find therein many wise suggestions with regard to this very important de- 
partment of our church work. 

First, he gives emphasis to the fact that devoted and judicious work in the 
Sunday School has been, and must continue to be, a tremendous force in the 
great religious movements of the age, and in promoting revivals of religion. 

Secondly, he gives prominence to the importance of using Methodist text- 
books and literature in Methodist Sunday Schools, in which the Board most 
heartily concurs. 

Thirdly, the Board takes great pleasure in endorsing the views of the Secre- 
tary with regard to the importance of teaching the children in the Sunday School 
the distinctive doctrines of the church, so that they may grow up with intelli- 
gent apprehension of the sound, scriptural and saving truths of our holy relig- 
ion. And the Board respectfully requests the Secretary to embody these dis- 
tinctive doctrines in the uniform lessons. The information which we have been 
able to obtain is decidedly against the meagre and unsatisfactory supplemental 
lessons of the current series. The time is coming, and now is, when the chil- 
dren and young people of our church, now incorporate and identified with the 
tremendous power and force of the Sunday School, must be taught the great 
Scriptural truths that in large part constitute the distinctive doctrines of Meth- 
odism. 

The Board would respectfully urge the discharge of the following duties : 

1. That our pastors give their faithful and prayerful attention to the Sunday 
School — being present as often as possible for prayer and counsel. 

2. That parents unite with the officers and teachers of the School, in their 
efforts to make it efficient for good, in causing their children to attend school, 
and being present themselves as often as possible ; and also, in having their 
children at the public preaching of God’s word on Sunday. 

3. That our Sunday School officers see that our schools are supplied, as far 
as they can, with our own publications from Nashville. And we most respect- 
fully urge upon all our Sunday Schools to adopt and use as far as they can, the 
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“Shield of a Young Methodist,” written by Rev, Dr. Hudson, of this Confer- 
ence ; believing, as we do, that in many respects it is the best text-book, be- 
sides the Bible, yet presented to the church for the family and the Sunday 
School. 

The Board congratulates the Conference upon the large increase of schools 
and scholars during the past year, being an increase of 51 schools and of 3191 
scholars over last year, and unites its prayers with yours, that God will pros, 
per us more and more in this department of our interests. 

In accordance with the recommendation of the last General Conference, the 
Board presents the following Constitution of a District Sunday School Confer- 
ence ; 

1. We recommend that a District Sunday School Conference be held annu- 
ally in each Presiding Elder’s District ; the time to be fixed by the President 
and the place by the Sunday School Conference. 

2. The officers of the Conference shall be a President, Vice-President, Sec- 
retary, and Treasurer, who shall be elected annually by ballot. 

3. The Conference shall be composed of all the preachers, traveling and 
local, within the District ; and of one superintendent and three teachers from 
each pastoral' charge, to be chosen in such manner as said pastoral charge may 
determine : Provided^ That two of said teachers may be ladies. 

4. The Conference shall have power to advise and arrange for giving life and 
efficiency to the Sunday School work within the District, and to do all things 
to this end that do not conflict with the law found in the Book of Discipline ; 
the Presiding Elder, in accordance with the law, furnishing a programme of 
business. 

5. The business of the Conference shall be conducted with such religious 
services from time to time as may be proper. 

6. The Presiding Elder of each District is hereby charged with the duty of 
calling and organizing the first District Sunday School Conference, in accord- 
ance with the above plan.

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Rev. W. M. Robey, D. D., from the Board of Education, 
submitted reports of the Board in their order as follows: 
Report No. 3 read and adopted, as follows: 

REPORT No. 3, ON EDUCATION. 

The Educational Board have had their attention drawn to JONESBORO High 
School, located at Jonesboro, in Moore county, and under the Presidency of 
Prof. W. C. Doub, A. M., and to Central Institute for Young Ladies, 
located at Littleton, Warren county, and under the Presidency of Rev. J. M. 
Rhodes, A. M. 

The property of Jonesboro High School is owned, and the School is con- 
trolled by the Fayetteville District Conference. It is therefore, in every sense, 
a denominational school. 

The property of Central Institute is mainly owned by a syndicate, and is di- 
rectly under their control. It has, however, been tendered to the Warrenton 
District Conference for their favorable regard and fostering care, as practically 
a Methodist Institution, and has received their favorable recognition as such. 
The Board, therefore,. take pleasure in commending both these institutions of 
learning to the favorable regard of the Conference as highly deserving to be 
cherished for their efficiency in the work of education. We also recommend the 

following : 

Resolved, That this Conference respectfully request the appointment of Rev. 
J. M. Rhodes to the Presidency of Central Institute for Young Ladies. 

Report No. 2 read and adopted, as follows: 

REPORT No. 2, ON EDUCATION. 

• 

Greensboro Female College. — This noble Institution, so long the pride 
of our people, is at present without financial or other embarrassments, and is 
more thoroughly alive, more fully equipped and more certainly aggressive than 
at any previous period of its history. 

The Faculty is composed of thirteen members who have been selected be- 
cause of their moral and mental culture, and with special reference to their fit- 
ness for the positions they severally occupy. 

There have been matriculated during the present session 160' pupils, who 
represent many of the best families of the State. The College is thoroughly 
Methodistic, and is earnestly endeavoring to furnish the very best advantages 
to young ladies, for physical, intellectual and moral development. 

We have every reason to believe that the curriculum, discipline, methods of 
instruction and thoroughness of scholarship are equal to any female institution 
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of the State, if not in the South. We are more than gratified to learn that the 
College is at present giving, in the form of reduced tuition, to the daughters of 
our ministers what is equivalent to the interest on $16,000, at the rate of 8 per 
cent, per annum. 

Resolved, \st. That we approve the present management of the Institution, 
and earnestly commend it to the patronage of all our people. 

Resolved, 2d, That we gratefully acknowledge the liberal terms on which 
tuition is offered to the daughters of ministers of this Conference. 

Resolved, ^d. That we comply with the request of the Directors and appoint 
Rev. W. M. Robey, M. L. Wood and Wm. S. Davis a committee, whose duty 

it shall be to visit the College at their option, acquaint themselves with the in- 
ternal operations, and report the facts to this Conference at its annual sessions. 

Report No. i of said Board, was submitted and read. 

On motion of Rev. N. H. D. WiLSON, D. D., it was ordered 
that when the Conference shall adjourn this morning’s ses- 
sion, it do so to re-assemble at 3 o’clock this afternoon. 

Pending further consideration of the above mentioned 
report (No. i), the Conference adjourned with benediction 
by Rev. E. A. Yates, D. D. 



SIXTH DAY — Afternoon Session. 

Tuesday, December 4th, 1883. 

The Conference*assembled at 3 o’clock. 

Opening services were conducted by Rev. P. J. Carra- 
WAY. 

The journal of this morning’s session was read and ap- 
proved. 

Rev. L. L. Nash, from the committee on Conference Re- 
lations, submitted report No. 2, of that committee, recom- 
mending that Thomas L. Hoyle be granted a superan- 
nuated relation, which was read and adopted. 

The unfinished business of this morning’s session, being 
report No. i of the Board of Education, was taken up. 

The last resolution presented by the committee to provide 
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for a sub-committee to attend the meetings of the Board of 
Trustees of Trinity College. &c., was stricken out, and the 
report as thus amended was adopted, as follows: 

REPORT No. I, OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The Educational Board, which by the action of the Conference w'as consti- 
tuted a committee on education, have had under consideration the several papers 
referred to them relating to the institutions of learning owned by the church or 
operated in the interests of the church, and beg leave to submit the following 
ft report : 

Trinity College. 

At the last regular meeting of the Board of Trustees Rev. M. L. Wood was 
elected President, together with two Professors — Rev. J. F Heitman, A. M., 
and Rev. J. T. Bagwell, D. D., the latter of w'hom declined to accept. 

The new Faculty were inaugurated at the opening of the present term and 
immediately entered upon the discharge of their appropriate duties. The Presi- 
dent reports faithful and successful work up to the present time, and diligence 
and commendable decorum on the part of the students. 

With the present amount of patronage the income of the institution is alto- 
gether insufficient to meet its wants, and the Trustees are compelled to look in 
some other direction for means to supplement this deficiency. To this end the 
Hoard of Trustees passed the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the North Carolina Conference is hereby requested to raise 
twenty-five hundred dollars per annum, apportioning said sum equitably among 
the several pastoral charges in the Conference, to pay the tuition of wmrthy and 
needy young men who may from time to time be students of the institution. 
The sum raised to be paid over to the Treasurer of the Faculty and by him dis- 
tributed pro rata among the President and Professors of the College in part 
payment of their salaries, and credited to such students in payment of their 
tuition as may be designated in the following manner : 1st. Any person or per- 
sons giving not less than sixty dollars, may designate the student or students to 
the payment of whose tuition the money may be applied. 2nd. That pastoral 
charges, in like manner, select the student or students for whose tuition the 
money given by them may be used. 3d. All sums not specially appropriated as 
above provided for shall be applied by the Faculty, as a majority of them may 
decide, to the payment of the tuition of such students as they may select. The 
whole sum received from collections by the Conference shall be credited upon 
the tuition account of students, and a statement of the account be made in detail 
by the Treasurer of the Faculty to the Board of Trustees at each annual meeting 
of the Board. 

In order to meet the emergency as indicated by the Board of Trustees, your 
committee recommend, instead of an apportionment of this sum ($2,500) among 
the pastoral charges, the following ; 
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Resolved, That the said amount ($2,500) be apportioned by the Treasurer of 
the Faculty among the Presiding Elders’ Districts, taking as a basis the appor- 
tionment of the Conference collection, and that the Presiding Elders be requested 
to collect the same and forward it to the Treasurer of the Faculty.

The President of the Board of Trustees has laid before your committee the 
following statement of the indebtedness of Trinity College, to which the atten- 
tion of the Conference is respectfully invited, to-wit :

This condensed statement is summarized from the statement of the President 
of the Board of Trustees now in the hands of the committee, and is, therefore, 
to be accepted as substantially correct. 

The total ^imoxvsxt claimed as due the estate of the late Dr. Craven is $3,531.17 ; 
but a favorable adjustment of this claim has been effected by an agreement on 
the part of the Trustees to pay $1,600 in the following manner: Six hundred 
dollars must be paid on or before the ist day of January, 1884. The remain- 
ing thousand dollars must be secured by an approved note, to run only till the 
1st day of December, 1884. This exceedingly favorable compromise can be 
made available only by a prompt compliance with these conditions. 

In addition to this claim of $1,600 due to the estate of Dr. Craven, to be paid 
as above stated, the mortgage debt due to the Wachovia National Bank, amount- 
ing to $2,800, is now demanded. The remaining indebtedness, amounting to 
$2,386, is not urgent, and might be satisfied, for the present, by merely paying 
the interest. The whole amount, therefore, for which the Trustees are called 
upon to provide without delay is $4,400. 

Against this pressing demand the statement shows in the hands of the Treas- 



urer,

with an abatement from this last amount of $roo, leaving a balance of assets 
available (if they are available) of $1,903.60. 

Supposing this last amount to be available, there would still remain unpro- 
vided for, of the debt which is immediately pressing, $2,496.40. 

The $3,200 of old notes need not be taken into the account as it is likely 
that any immediate use can be made of them. 

Your committee have thus sought to place clearly before the Conference the 
facts as they have been elicited. They are at a loss to know what to recom- 
mend, and beg leave to refer the difficult task of discovering ways and means 
to the wisdom of this body. 

In concluding this report, they recommend the following : 

Resolved, That we have every confidence in the present Faculty of Trinity 
College, and that we bespeak for them in their difficult and self-sacrificing work 
the sympathy and support of the entire church, for whose honor they labor. 

Resolved, That the Conference appoint Prof. J. F. Heitman Financial Agent 
of Trinity College, without additional pay, to assist in the collection of claims 
I due to the Board of Trustees, and to secure contributions for the bene t of 
f the College.

Your committee to whom was referred the examination of the District Con- 
ference Records for the year 1883, beg leave to submit the following report : 
The journals of the Raleigh, Hillsboro, Salisbury, Statesville, Warrenton,. 
Greensboro, Fayetteville, New Berne, Charlotte and Wilmington Districts, 10 
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in number, have been placed in our hands. The journals of the Shelby and 
Washington Districts we have neither seen nor heard from. 

Wc have patiently and with care examined the journals that have been pre- 
sented : and we are glad to say that they are in very fair condition. They have 
been well kept ; they are complete in matter, with legible handwriting, cor- 
rect in form, and recording everything that ought to be recorded and doing it 
in good, plain english. 

Too much cannot be said in praise of the condition of the Records of the 
Raleigh, Hillsboro, Greensboro and Warrenton Districts, and of the manner 
in which they have been kept. 

We regret exceedingly that the Shelby and Washington Districts failed to have 
their records before the committee, as we deem it highly important that the 
requirements of this law should be met.

Resolved, 


‘That it is the sense of the Board of Missions that the 


assessment 



of the parent Board upon the North Carolina Conference is too large and will 
have a tendency to paralyze effort and damage our collections. And we request 
our representative, Dr. L. S. Burkhead, to use his influence to prevent such 
extravagant assessments hereafter. 

Resolved, That the Presiding Elders be requested to send such preachers in 
their Districts as they may select to aid the Missionaries in the bounds of the 
District, at such times and places as may be determined upon after consultation 
with the Missionaries. 



The report of the Central Centenary Committee was taken 
up. That part of the report, being the 4th resolution, 
which was pending this morning, was read. 

The question recurred on the amendment of Rev. R. O. 
Burton to strike out all after the words, “ North Carolina,” 
in said resolution, and insert the following: “and that the 
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amount collected for education, for Trinity College, be in- 
vested by the President and Treasurer of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Trinity College as an endowment fund, and that the 
interest be collected and applied to the current expenses of 
said College.” 

The amendment was adopted, and the report, as thus 
amended, was adopted as follows: 



REPORT OF CENTRAL CENTENARY COMMITTEE. 



The undersigned, appointed by the North Carolina Centenary Committee to 
formulate the action of said committee in harmony with the action of the Gen- 
eral Conference, and of the Central Centenary Committee, beg leave to submit 
to the Conference the following ; 

Whereas, The General Conference of the M. E. Church, South, has desig- 
nated the year A. D. 1884 for the celebration of the Centennial of Organized 
American Methodism, together with the other Methodist bodies of America, 
we, the ministers and laymen of the North Carolina Conference of the M. 
E. Church, South, assembled at Statesville, N. C., November 28th, 1883, 
cordially approving of this action of the General Conference, and the Central 
Committee appointed by the Bishops under the authority of the General Con- 
ference of the M. E. Church, South, and rejoicing in the 'hope of witnessing 
and enjoying its services, which we trust will call up the pleasant memories of 
the great work of the Wesleys, carried forward by their successors, our fathers 
in the gospel ministry, do with profound gratitude to Almighty God, recom- 
mend for your adoption the following plan for the celebration of that event : 

Resolved i, That the last Sabbath in October, 1884, be observed in all our 
churches in the North Carolina Conference ‘'as the day for special Centenary 



Resolved 2, That the second Sabbath in May, 1884, be observed throughout 
the North Carolina Conference as the time for the “ Children’s Celebration of 
our Methodist Centenary,” and that on that day collections be taken and applied 
as directed by the “ Central Committee.” 

Resolved 3, That the District Centenary Committee of each Presiding Elder’s 
District be requested to designate one day of their District Conference for the 
ensuing year on which Centennial Services be held, and that said commit- 
tee be requested to arrange a programme for said services, and for collections 
for the objects specified by the Central Committee. 

Resolved 4, That the funds raised by collections at our Centenary meetings 
be applied as directed in the general plan by the Central Centenary Committee, 
except 4he educational fund which shall be applied to Trinity College, North 
Carolina, and that the amount collected for education, for Trinity College, be 
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invested by the President and Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of Trinity- 
College as an endowment fund, and that the interest be collected and applied 
to the current expenses of said College. 

Resolved 5, That the Conference request the Rev. N. H. D. Wilson, D. D., 
to preach the Centennial Sermon before the Conference at its next session.

REPORT ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

The committee on Books and Periodicals beg leave to submit the following 
report : 

The holy religion of God has, in all ages, used the pen as a great conservative 
force. Moses and the prophets were commanded to write. Without the wri- 
ings of these godly men the religion of the Jews could not have survived the 
great changes and revolutions of their nation. The Apostles of Christ made 
use of the pen in edifying the church, and gave to the world to be read in all 
time the doctrines which they received of the Master, and were taught by the 
inspiration of the Holy Ghost. 

Martin Luther and other reformers seized upon the pen and the printing 
press to give life and power to the Reformation. John Wesley’s wise and free 
use of this potent agency gave stability to Methodism. The Methodists of Amer. 
ica recognized the power of the press and at an early period established a Book 
Concern, making the preachers agents for the sale of books, and planting thus 
the precious seeds of truth, gave lo the new world an intelligent race of sturdy 
Methodists. 
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The M. E. Church, South, has recognized the necessity of a Publishing 
Mouse for the publication of books and periodicals. It behooves the church to 
look well to this great interest. 

THE PUBLISHING HOUSE. 

We rejoice to learn that our Publishing House at Nashville has been re- 
lieved of the embarrassment which threatened its existence, and is now upon a 
sure basis. The large debt upon it is annually diminishing, and though it will 
require a long time to annihilate the debt, it gives us pleasure to learn that it 
is quite certain that it will eventually be done. It is in good working order, 
meeting the demands for good, substantial printing and binding, and is doing 
a profitable business. We believe the quality of the work done in Nashville 
compares favorably with the like publications of the best publishing houses of 
our country. We urge our ministers and people to patronize the Nashville 
Publishing House.

The Christian Advocate, published at Nashville and edited by the Rev. O. 
P. Fitzgerald, D. D., is an admirable paper. It is ably edited, and we learn 
that it has a large circulation and is giving general satisfaction to its many 
readers.

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Reports of committees were submitted as follows, 
and adopted : 

By Rev. J. T. Bagwell, D. D., from the committee on 
The Southern Quarterly Review : . 

The variety of ministerial appointments in the early ages of the church, 
comprising apostles, prophets, evangelists, pastors and teachers, was not a mere 
accident, but was in obedience to the demands of the age, and a necessary 
complement to the wants of human nature. In meeting the intellectual and 
spiritual wants of humanity, the same diversity appears, though not precisely 
upon the same lines of clerical adaptation. The church has two great depart- 
ments of activity — one instrumentally developed by the tongue, the other by 
the pen. One by the power of vocal expression, through the ear chiefly, the 
other by the power of literal expression, chiefly through the eye. The depart- 
ment of the pen demands the same variety of talent and method as that of 
speech. The religious educators of the day are not slow to recognize this ne- 
cessity and to prepare for it. In the literary auxiliaries of the church, we find 
all grades of publications from the simple child’s paper to the virile matter of 
Magazines and Reviews, and the more formal and pretentious arrangements of 
books. Each fills its own place, and each successively contributes to the others. 
The pictorial child’s paper and the plain, simple, varied family newspaper, are 
not more necessary than that higher form of religious literature called Review. 
Particularly is there great demand for it in this age of religio-scientific discus- 
sion. Men primarily engaged in the realm of secular thought are not confining 
themselves to that province, but are throwing out deflecting and collateral lines 
within the sacred precincts of religious investigation. Many of these men — 
sometimes truly and sometimes falsely called scientists — discuss with more or less 
clearness with greater or less spirit, and with more or less of approbation or dis- 
approbation, many of the questions that necessarily inhere in theological study. 
These discussions are published in prominent secular newspapers and maga- 
zines and are extensively read. To meet many of these ex parte statements and 
to counteract the influence of many injuriously infidelic dogmas that appear in 
public print and read specially by thinking people, the church must array her- 
self in a befitting armor, and assume those weapons most adapted to correct and 
conserve public opinion on sociological, scientific, moral and religious ques- 
tions. There are some special reasons why every church should have and sus- 
tain a publication of the character of our Review : 

1st. To bring the discussions of the great, living, religious questions of the 
day in a concise and accessible form within the reach of all our preachers and 
intelligent and reading laymen. The great questions at issue to-day are not 
confined to ordinary apologetics or dogmatic statements, nor to ordinary 
polemic questions in abstract theological discussion. They are wider in their 
scope and more cosmical in their relations and proportions. Much learning, 
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deep research, relentless logic, characterize present discussion. History, chro- 
nology, natural and physical science, together with the most delicate and occult 
psychical and religious questions engage the greatest minds in the church and 
out of it. The freshest as well as profoundest thought is found in the periodical 
literature of the day. It is well for many of our preachers and people that it 
is so. It makes accessible to them the general field of modern thought without 
necessitating the time of reading and involving the expense of buying large 
and costly books. 

2d. A second reason is, it affords an opportunity for the cultivation and utili- 
zation of those peculiar talents among us fitted to such w'ork. In the field of 
this class of literature, there is abundant room to cultivate and exhibit that 
order of intellectual adaptation requisite to critical analysis and ultimate investi- 
gation and statement which often lie dormant in the minds of many of our 
preachers until worked and quickened by the stimuli which such exercise affords, 
when they become both more active and widely useful. Among our own num- 
ber, we have already had demonstrations of marked fitness and distinguished 
ability. 

3d. A third motive is to give significance and prestige to the church. No 
church at this day can sustain its claim to high respectability, either among sis- 
ter churches or in the estimation of the thinking world, without this high grade 
of literature. They are, in connection with literary institutions, the index to 
the intellectual and aggressive status of the church. 

Without them, we fail to engage and impress public sentiment as we ought, 
and therefore to exert that dominating influence over thoughtful minds that 
otherwise would be affected. In view of these and many other potent consid- 
erations, your committee most earnestly recommend the Southern Quarterly 
Review, edited by Dr. J. W. Hinton, of Georgia, to all our preachers and 
reading laymen, as a publication of great merit — worthy of the church and the 
age. And we express the hope that ere long it will be found Oii the study table 
of every preacher in our connection. May God give much, assistance to the 
Editor and Managers, and make it a great blessing to the church.

Next to the preaching of 
the Gospel, the diffusion of the sacred Scriptures among the nations, is the im- 
portant work of all the churches, and we hereby declare our unabated interest 
in this glorious enterprise, praying it may continue to grow in favor with the 
people and abouud in increased usefulness until the story of the Cross shall be 
read and enjoyed by all nations and kindreds and tongues that dwell upon the 
face of the earth.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH PROPERTY. 

Your committee on Church Property make the following report : 

By reference to the statistics of 1882, there were 805 churches valued at $832,- 
934. At present there are 831 churches valued at $880,613. In 1882, there 
were 89 parsonages, valued at $107,239. We have now 94 parsonages, valued 
at $112,034. 

While we rejoice to know that the number of parsonages is steadily increas- 
ing from year to year, and a greater interest being manifested by our people 
now than at any other period of our history as a church, still there are quite a 
number of charges without homes for our preachers. We urge upon our people 
the great importance of securing, as soon as possible, parsonages on every Dis- 
trict, Circuit and Station where we have them not, and furnish them at least 

with heavy furniture. 

We also find by careful investigation, that some of our church property has 
not been secured by deed as the law of the church directs. V/ e therefore urge 
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our people to secure all our church buildings and property, for which we have 
not titles at present, and not to build upon any site until the same has been se- 
cured by deed. 

Resolved^ That we will do our utmost to encourage the people to build, re- 
pair and furnish parsonages and churches wherever needed, and make them 
large enough to accommodate the people.

The Discipline of our church inculcates a degree of prohibition 
from the use of ardent spirits, amounting to total abstinence, and witnessing 
the great demoralization arising from the manufacture, sale and use of ardent 
spirits within the bounds of this commonwealth ; therefore. 

That we do most earnestly recommend to all our people the 
faithful observance of the rules of our Discipline on the subject of temperance. 

Resolved 2 x/,.^That during the ensuing year we will preach as often as practi- 
cable on the subject of temperance, and thereby aid as far as we can the great 
end proposed, the only sure remedy, prohibition. 

Resolved 2>d, That we rejoice at the great awakening of the popular mind of 
the nation on the subject of temperance, and will continue to pray, believe, 
work and hope, that the end is near, even the salvation of the people from the 
curse of intemperance.

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MEMORIAL SERVICES 



Sunday Afternoon, December 2d, 1883. 

Memorial services were held at the Methodist Church, 
at o’clock, and were opened by Rev. T. S. CAMP- 
BELL, who read a lesson from the 8th chapter of Ro- 
mans, and announced 68ist Hymn.

Remarks in eulogy of the deceased were made by Revs. 
W. H. Bobbitt, D. D., and P. J. Carraway. 



JEREMIAH JOHNSON. 

Jeremiah Johnson was born in the county of Iredell, North Carolina, on 
the 2gth of April, i8ii. There is no record of his early life save that he 
was faithfully trained by pious parents, and was given advantage of the 
limited instruction then afforded by the schools of the community. At the 
age of twenty-one he embraced religion and joined the Methodist Church, 
and soon after, purposing to devote his life to the work of the ministiy% 
he obtained license to preach. He served the church as a local preacher 
for two years, and in 1840, was received on trial at the Annual Conference 
which met in Mocksville. The first year he served as a junior preacher on 
Franklin Circuit and Alleghany Mission, and in the following year was 
appointed preacher in charge of Stantonburg Circuit, which embraced Nash 
and parts of Edgecombe and Johnston counties. In 1842 he was ordained 
deacon and sent to Columbia Circuit, and after two years, he was appointed 
to Neuse Circuit. Immediately after receiving this appointment, he was 
married to Miss Mary Mitchell, with whom he lived happily for more than 
thirty years. From Neuse Circuit he was sent to Tarboro Circuit which 
he traveled one year, Rockingham Circuit two. Tar River Mission two, 
Sampson Circuit two. Cape Fear Mission one, and in 1854 he was sent 
back to Tar River Mission, when, after traveling one year, he was located 
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I think, when becoming unable to do more, he returned to his father’s in | 
Wilmington where he was stricken down immediately with malarial fever, | 
from which, after a few weeks of great distress, he quietly passed away in 
hope of immortality and eternal life, at the age of 24. 

While he was physically incapable of doing the work of an active itine- 
rating ministry, yet circumstances seem to indicate that from a child he 
was called of God to preach the Gospel. For in his childhood it was his 
habit to gather his playmates together and go through all the formalities of 
public worship, they all recognizing him as their leader. And after he 
was converted, the one absorbing desire of his heart and purpose of his life 
was to preach Jesus and him crucified. And no argument or persuasion 
of friends could dissuade him from his purpose. No difficulties were suf- I 
ficient to dampen his ardor or to quench his zeal. He “ counted all things 
but loss for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus his Lord.” 
While his preaching may have lacked animation in the judgment of the 
masses, yet he was remarkably concise in all his statements, and clear and 
transparent in all his arguments and illustrations setting forth the word of 
life. The hearer did not soon forget the lesson which he taught. He was 
not afraid to declare the whole counsel of God. Bro. Schulken was a j 
young man of character. It has never been our pleasure to be acquainted ! 
with a >oung man of greater integrity, or a higher sense of honor. He had 
correct moral sense and abhorred littleness and meanness. He was not 
demonstrative, but was as true as steel. He was our friend, and we loved j 
him like a brother. We shall not forget him, but shall anticipate with 
pleasure the time when we shall greet him in the skies.

Rev. T. S. Campbell read the memoir of Lemon | 
Shell. - 1 

Remarks in eulogy of the deceased were made by | 
Revs. John Tillett, J. A. Cuninggim, and W. S. j 
Rone. I 

Rev. Lemon Shell was born in Brunswick county, Va., March i, 1819. i 
His parents, John E. and Mary A. Shell, were persons of high, social stand- j 
ing. His father was a man of strong mind and a physician of eminence; 
but they neither professed to be Christians, nor belonged to the church, j 
When he was nine years old his mother was left a widow. In a few months 
she sought peace with God through Christ and had her children baptized 
by Rev. John Early. He said that the first religious impressions he ever 
8 • 
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felt, were produced on his heart by seeing his mother engaged in prayer. 
He was then al)out ten years old. He was near fourteen before he became 
willing to embrace the opportunity of presenting himself publicly for 
prayer. These convictions abated so that he became careless. It was not 
long in his history before he by some casualty came near being drowned. 
This circumstance so impressed him, in connection with other striking 
providences, that he got his consent to consecrate himself to the service of 
God. Shortly after this, he attended a camp-meeting in Dinwiddie county, 
Va. Here, under a sermon preached by Rev. A. Dibrell, he was led to 
seek the Lord earnestly, until he realized, as he said, that the darkness of 
his soul was cleared away, and he enjoyed a happy sense of reconciliation. 
“ Translated,” as he expressed it,*“ into the light and almost into the glory 
of Heaven, and his soul \vas wonderfully filled with the love of God.” He 
joined the Church without delay. When about twenty years of age, while 
preparing by a course of suitable study for the practice of medicine, being 
one day engaged in prayer, he was so sensibly impressed that it was his 
duty to preach, that he carried the thought to God in special petition for 
guidance. It was not till more than a year, that he was driven by his con- 
victions to the conclusion to preach as best he could by God’s help. He 
then began, by advice of Rev. H. G. I>eigh, a course of reading and study 
as a preparation. Having made the acquaintance of Rev. Dr. W. Carter 
who, by his suggestions and counsels, greatly aided him, he was brought 
before the Quarterly Conference of Person circuit, S. S. Bryant, P. E., 
and licensed to preach ; recommended to the Annual Conference and 
received on trial at Pittsboro, November, 1844. He was regularly and in 
due course passed to the Orders of Deacon and Elder, with much credit 
to himself. He was consecrated to his work, and labored both acceptably 
and usefully, filling such appointments as were given him by the Confer- 
ence. At the session of 1882, he was returned to Pineville Circuit. Early 
in the summer his health gave way, and despite all the skill and remedies 
employed, continued to decline until on the 12th day of June, he calmly 
closed his labors on earth for the rewards of the blessed who die in the 
Lord. 

Bro. Shell’s piety was deep, thorough, earnest. He was a holy man. 
A man of the strictest integrity. His preaching was of the true evangel- 
ical type — simple, clear, forceful. He was a workman not ashamed of 
his work ; nor of the Master who called him to it. He gloried in it and 
glorified God through it. We pray that we may cherish the same spirit 
and with him enter the joy of our Lord. 
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Rev. W. S. Rone read the memoir of OsCAR J. 
Brent. 

Remarks in eulogy of the deceased were made by 
Revs. W. fi. Bobbitt, D. D., P. J. Carraway and C. 
M. Pepper. 

Rev, Oscar J. Brent was born in Rockingham county, N. C., May 20th, 
1829, and died at his home in Wadesboro, N. C., September loth, 1883, 
in the fifty-fifth year of his age. His parents were John Newton and 
Nancy Settle Brent, with whom his boyhood was spent at the old home- 
stead near the present site of the town* of Reidsville. In his 21st year, 
at a camp-meeting near Greensboro, in Guilford county, he was converted 
to God, and admitted to membership in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. His religious character and his conversion are thought, by his 
friends, to be traceable mainly to the fine Christian character and influence 
of his older brother. Rev. James H. Brent, under whose guardianship and 
tuition he was largely thrown after his father’s death. It was while still 
pursuing his studies under his brother’s direction, that the Divine call was 
responded to, and his heart and life consecrated to the Christian ministry ; 
and in 1855, at Wilmington, N. C., he was admitted into the North Caro- 
lina Conference. From that time until the day of death, with the excep- 
tion of one or two years during the war, he was in the regular pastoral 
work, serving the church faithfully and successfully in many of its difficult 
and important places — among others, and for varying periods of time, the 
church at Hillsboro, and Salisbury, and Chapel Hill, and Louisburg, and 
Wadesboro, and Concord, and Monroe, and, the last six years of his life, 
Wadesboro and Lilesville Circuits. During his pastorate of the church at 
Concord, he was happily married to Miss Julia Leak Marshall, of Wades- 
boro, N. C., who, together with their two sweet little children, is left to 
mourn their irreparable loss. 

Not until June, of the present year, did his health give any decided or 
alarming symptoms of failure ; and even then he did not cease- preaching 
until about the middle of J uly, when he had so weakened that he was com- 
pelled to desist. From that time until noon of September lotli, his con- 
dition was apparently but little changed at any time, but early in the after- 
noon of that day, he was taken suddenly worse, and at half past four he 
was dead ! — having lived in all 54 years, 3 months and 21 days, and having 
been a member of the N. C. Conference nearly 28 years. 

Bro. Brent did not leave any dying testimony, having become suddenly 
and wholly unconscious ; but while this was the case, death was no surprise 
to him. He had been calmly surveying the field for several weeks, as he 
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had’prepared for it years before. He had remarked to me more than once 
that he felt no concern about himself, that he was resigned and ready if it 
should be God’s will to take him. His only concern and regret, he said, 
was at leaving his family, his little children, and that was deep. He was 
a most affectionate husband and father, and probably no more happy period 
ever passed in a family than the eight orief years of his married life. 

He was a very companionable man. Possessed of manv fine traits of 
character, endowed with a strong and sensible mind, blessed with a clear, 
religious experience, sweet-spirited and gentle as a child, it was always 
pleasant and profitable to be with him. He was one of the truest men to 
his convictions I ever knew, spurning any and all compromise of principle, 
and fearless and outspoken alwaysdn denunciation of evil — this I can truly 
say after nearly four years of very intimate intercourse with him. 

Bro. Brent was an able and interesting preacher, and a faithful herald of 
the Cross. The Church and Conference have lost in him one of their best 
men. His loss will be felt. Thorough and simple in his analyses, clear 
and forcible in his presentation of the truth, he never failed to interest and 
edify those who waited on his ministry. His ministry was fruitful in the 
best results of the glorious Gospel. But his work is done. His faithful 
testimony has been given. He has gone at the Master’s call and is, no 
doubt, now with the white-robed multitude that no man can number. 

“ Servant of God, well done ! 

Rest from thy loved employ ; 

The battle fought, the vict’ry won. 

Enter thy Master’s joy.” 

Rev\ M. L. Wood read the memoir of James B. 
Alford. 

Remarks in eulogy of the deceased were made by 
Rev.s. N. H. D. Wilson, D. D., and R. O. Burton. 

Rev. James B. Alford, M. D., was born in Wayne county, N. C., April 
26, 1813, and fell asleep in Jesus, at his home near Trinity College, Nov. 
9, 1883. His early educational advantages were very good, and were used 
to good purpose. The home training of his youth was such as to direct 
his mind in the way of righteousness. He gave his heart to God while 
quite young, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church ; and was licensed 
to preach before he was seventeen years old. He joined the Virginia Con- 
ference at its session in Norfolk, Va., February, 1832 ; but in the fourth 
year of his itinerancy his voice so failed that he was compelled to retire. 
He then studied medicine and located in Wake county. 
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On the 31st day of December,^i835, he was happily married to Miss 
Eliza S. Leach, daughter of the late William Leach, of Randolph county, 
who, with three children, still survives him. Two of his children had gone 
before him to the glory world. After a residence in Wake county of ten 
years, he moved to Randolph and settled near his wife’s people. But he 
was never so happy as when in the regular ministry. So he was re-admit- 
ted into the traveling connection at the session of the North Carolina Con- 
ference which met at Goldsboro, December, 1857. 

During the thirty-one years of his regular ministerial life he served va- 
rious Circuits, from Mattamuskeet to the mountains, attending to all the 
duties of a Methodist preacher. His one aim was to do good. His was 
a beautiful life, fully consecrated to the cause of Christ. 

Dr. Alford’s preaching was of a high order. He preached the pure 
Word. He was always a student, and also read quite extensively. He 
made himself familiar with the doctrines of his church, and with Theology 
generally ; and he illustrated the principles of the Gospel by.a pious walk 
and a godly conversation. And the Gospel which he for fifty-two years 
preached to others sustained him all through life ; sustained him in all his 
sufferings ; and sustained him in the dying hour. 

“ Soldier of Christ, well done! 

Praise be thy new employ ; 

And while eternal ages run. 

Rest in thy Saviour’s joy.” 

Rev. W. S. Creasy read the memoir of Hiram P. 
Cole. 

Remarks in eulogy of the deceased were made by 
Revs. B. B. Culbreth and W. S. Chaffin. 

Rev. Hiram Pearson Cole was born in Moore county, N. C., near Car- 
thage, September 1st, 1843, and sweetly fell asleep in Jesus, at the parson- 
age of Concord Circuit, November 22d, 1883, aged 40 years, 2 months and 
21 days. 

He was converted in early youth and joined the M. E. Church, South, 
under the ministry of W. S. Chaffin, of the North Carolina Conference. 
When he felt called to preach the Gospel of the Master he loved so well, 
his mother, knowing his physical weakness, prompted by a mother’s heart, 
sought gently to dissuade him. His reply was characteristic of his after 
life — “ Mother, I must go, if I knew I’d die at my first appointment.” 

He joined the North Carolina Conference in Fayetteville, N. C., in 
1866. And, from the Journal, we learn, that he was the only one received 
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on trial at that session. He was ordained Deacon in Statesville by Bishop 
Wightman, in 1868, and Elder by Bishop Pierce, at Greensboro, Nov. 
27th, 1870. His first appointments were the Cumberland and Franldin- 
ville Circuits. He serv'ed these Circuits five years. Then on Winston 
Station two years ; Person Street, Raleigh, in 1874; Hillsboro, i875-’76 ; 
Concord Station, i877-’78-’79- 80 ; Rockingham Station, 1881 ; Concord 
Circuit, 1882— '83. He was closing his second year’s work on Concord Cir- 
cuit when he died. He worked up to the full measure of his strength 
during the year, and his Presiding Elder says ; “ His success was one of 
the best of his life.” flis people loved him as ardently as any people ever 
loved their pastor. The large concourse of people assembled in the church 
at Concord, to participate in the memorial service, the many tearful eyes, 
and suppressed sobs, the outspoken expression of hearts full to overflow- 
ing, showed how he was loved and appreciated, where much the larger 
part of his work had been performed. His remains were carried to Car- 
thage, where his funeral was preached by Rev. S. D. Adams — (his life long 
friend) — to a crowded house, from the text : “ To die is gain.” 

He was happily married to Miss Lucy P. Phillips, of Hillsboro, May 
the 9th, 1878. This union he considered a great blessing to him, and spe- 
cially providential, as he told us in his last hours. He was a gentle, lov- 
ing husband and father. He never tired in his devotion to wife and chil- 
dren. As a friend, he was loving, kind, “gentle as a summer breeze.” 
As a brother in Christ, whoever knew him as such could say, “we took 
sweet counsel together.” As a preacher, he was above the ordinary ; no 
uncertain sound ever fell from his lips. He had a very good education, 
and by close, mental application, had acquired a large fund of valuable 
information. His soul was in the work ; he was emphatically a “ gospel 
preacher.” The Master gave him many souls for his hire; “He went 
forth weeping, bearing precious seed ; he will doubtless come again, bring- 
ing his sheaves with him.” 

As a Christian he was unassuming but pure as the purest. His life flowed 
on like a river toward its ocean home, more and more quietly, yet deeper, 
wider and more powerful. His conversion, though peaceful and satisfac- 
tory, was not exultant. While his own soul was not so abundantly blessed 
as to enable him often to praise God aloud, yet many of those who waited 
on his ministry, were blessed with this sweet visitation of the Spirit. But 
as he approached the end, the Master was very kind to him. The veil 
seemed to be drawn aside, and he saw his own new bright home. In talking 
to us of God’s goodness to him, his soul was full and struggled to get free 
from the feeble clay, and the exultant shout of “ glory to God ! ” rang out 
more than once in that room, where the angels came to escort him home. 
Among his last words he said : “I feel that it is a blessed thing to have a 
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sure foundation — faith in God.” When asked if he had this, he replied : 
“ I certainly have.” He sent messages of love to the Conference. He 
left a legacy to the Church in his life, but a far richer one in his death. It 
was like being in the ante-chamber of Heaven. We felt the presence of 
holy ones, and realized that the white-winged and spotless robed ones had 
come to bear our beloved brother home. May God bless his bereaved wife 
and precious children. Let us meet him in heaven.
